Lieutenant Lome and His Valiant 
Scouts Made a Vigorous De>

Manilla, Sept. 22.— A party of Insur- 
gents ditched a railroad train a mile 
and a half south of Angeles end then 
opened fire upon the derailed cars 
from a bamboo thicket close to the 
track, killing two Americans and 
wounding five others. I^leutenant Liome 
and five of bis scouts, who were on the 
train, mads a vigorous defense and 
caused the enemy to flee. Six dead 
Filipinos were afterward found In the 
thicket from which the Are came. Gen- 
eral Wheaton, with six companies, pro- 
ceeded from Calulet to the relief of the 
train, hot his services were not needed. 

GBNKRAL OTIS 

Will Be Asked For Definite Reasons 
For Rxcludlng Chinese. 

Washington, Sept. 22.— At the cabi- 
net meeting the subject of Chinese ex- 
clusion in the Philippines was dis- 
ciused at some length. It was decided 
to ask General Otis for definite infor- 
mation as to what had been done and 
especially in regard to a particular 
complaint from the Chinese minister 
that one shipload of Chinese had been 
stopped. General Otis will be asked 
to give reasons why this aitUm was 
taken. First Assistant Secretary Hill, 
of the state department, was present 
at the sesskm on account ot the Chi- 
nese exclusion topic 

The telegram from General Otis re- 
lating to the occupation of churches 
by United States troops in the Philip- 
pines waa read and discussed. No /or- 
ders will be sent to General Otis on 
this topic as It Is regarded as a part of 
warfare to occupy the churches. 

How Otis Foil Down. 
Washington. Sf pt. 22. — Word reaches 
the war department showing that Gen- 
eral Otis has sought to Inritate the 
policy employed In Culba of buying up 
the Filipino arma, and that his efforts 
have been unsuccessful. The natives 
were given to understand that upon 
the surrender of a gun the military 
authorities would pay the person sur- 
rendering It |40 and guarantee him Im- 
munity from arrest for previous armed 
opposition to the United States and 
protection for the future. One native, 
kt Is said, appeared with gun In band 
and the military officers began con 
gratulatlng themselves' that the end 
was In sight and that when the r?si 
of .Agulualdo's troops learned of the 
good treatment given this man, they 
would follow his example. A requi- 
sition was made on the treasury for 
$40, but before the money was receiv- 
ed, investigation uncovered the fact 
that the native was acting as an agent 
for an American soldier, who IhuI cap- 
tured the gun In action and wanted 
to dispose of it at government figures 
to tbe nilltary nnthorltiss. 

Constitution Cried Down. 
San Domingo, Sept. 22. — A warship 
from Porto Rico, with 40 political ex- 
iles on board, arrived here. Tbe re- 
turn of tibe exllea arouaed much en- 
thuslasm among the populace. The 
decree of tlje government fixing Octo- 
ber Gth to October 8th for the primary 
elections and providing for the meeting 
of the eleotoral college during the last 
week of October, although a revolu- 
tionary sictlon, and against the consti- 
tution, has been well received. The 
government's action was ratified by a 
popular demonstration, the crowd cry- 
lag: "Down with the oonstltotkmi" 

Max Regis Departs. 
Alglen, Sept tl.-~Maz Regis, the 
forsMT mayor of Algiers, and a notor- 
ious Jew baiter, during the night left 
the villa just outside of the town, in 
which he and a party of adherents n^d 
been barrlraded for aome time, fearing 
arreot by the government He is taid 
to have gone on a boat bound for 
Spain.

New York, Sept 22.— Mrs. Horace 
Chenery, wife of a wealthy resident of 
Larchmont Manor, N. Y , either jump- 
ed or fell from a fourth story window 
of the Hotel Itajantte and was Instant- 
ly killed. 

Mrs. Chenery waa 26 years old. She 

had been in delicate health for some 
time, and had come to the hotel six 
weeks ago from her home In Larch- 
mont to be near ihe office of her phy- 
sician, wlio waa treating her for a ner- 
vous trouble. 

At 3:30 a. m. Mrs. Chenery asked her 
nurae to get her a glas3 of water. The 
nurse left the bedside to get tbe water. 
At tbait moment a fire engine clanging 
Its bell passed the hotel on Its way to 
a fire. The nurse returned to the room 
and found the l>ed empty. She went 
to the window and saw Mra. Chenery's 
body on the pavamenit 70 feet below. 

Visited by Chinese MInibter. 
Wairb4ngton, Sept 22.— Tbe Chinese 
minister called at the state department 

and held a long conference with Act- 
ing Secretary Hill, respecting the ad- 
mlsslom Into the Philippines of aome 
Chinese.
